G r eif, an 18- y ea r -o ld sophomore, 
has been outstanding at his cen- 
ter position all season long, and 
has made opposing' coaches sit up 
and take notice of his vicious and 
bruising line backing. The six- 
feet-one-4nch 185 pounder 
his weight to good advantage and 
is not easily moved out of a play, 
.even by a burly 200-pound op- 
ponent. Although noted particu- 
larly for his defensive ability, 
Greif is a fine, offensive pivot 
man. He has helped open many 
a gap in the center of the line 
and is a master of the one-handed 
pass. While snapping the ball 
back with one hand he has the 
opportunity to study the defensive 
set up. 

Coming to St. Joe from Reitz 
Memorial High School, Evans- 
ville, Greif gained a world of 
experience operating at the cen- 
ter spot on the 1946 eleven. He 
played most of the season, alter- 
nating with John Grande, of In- 
dianapolis, at the pivot post. 

Except for the first game of 
the season which he missed be- 
cause of an ankle injury, Greif 
has been a veritable iron man. 
Because he is so valuable on both 
offense and defense, he has had 
little opportunity to rest, much 
to the dismay of the Puma adver-

Frank Staucet 

Frank Staucet, 24, of Whiting, 
is one of three students on the 
St. Joe campus who is attempting 
to crash the select r^nks of major 
league baseball. The other two 
are southpaw pitchers Jim Beane, 
of Evansville, and Charlie 
Hodges, of Petersburg, Ind. 

Staucet returned to the Col- 
legeville campus in September 
after enjoying a very successful 
season with Selma, Ala., of the 
Southeasterh League. The prop- 
erty of the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
Frank pounded out 158 hits, in- 
cluding 28 doubles, five triples, 
and five home runs, and drove in 
57 markers, while compiling a 
very respectable 290 average. Be- 
sides this, his 427 assists at short- 
stop was a new Selma record/ and 
his 78 double plays helped the 
Selma club to a new twin-killing 
mark. According to southern 
sports writers Staucet is one of 
the finest defensive short fielders 
ever to play in the Southeastern 
League. As an indication ^of his 
value, he was awarded the short- 
stop berth on the Southeastern 
League All-Star team. 

Coming to St. Joe in Sept. 1941 
from Noll High School in Ham- 
mond,.. Staucet was a member of 
the freshman basketball squad 
and was the regular shortstop on 
the ireshman studded 1942 ba'se- 
ball team, which won the Indiana 
Conference championship. On this 
championship outfit were Gil 
Hodges, catcher for the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, and Jim Beane,, 
Charlie Hodges, Paul Reichert, 
and George Ellspermann, all of 
Whom are now playing profes- 
sional baseball. 

In the summer of 1942 Frank 
began his professional career, 
when, he^ was signed by the In- 
dianapolis club of the American 
Association. He was still with 
Indianapolis in 1943 when he was 
inducted into the navy. After a 
three year tenure in service, in- 
cluding 19 months in the Pacific, 
Frank was discharged in March, 
1946. 

After spendid^ the first se- 
mester of 1946 at St. Joseph’s, 
he left school to join Indianapolis 
in spring training. The Indians, 
however, optioned him tb Evans- 
ville in the' Three-Eye League, 
but plagued by injuries, he saw 
little service. Once again he re- 
turned to school in Sept, and left 
in Jan. 1947, to begin his highly 
successful campaign with the 
-Selma nine. Next season Staucet 
will play Class-A ball. He will

Coach Art Cosgrove 

Begins* Second Year 
At &t. Joseph's 

Art Cosgrove is in his second 
year as St. Joseph’s head basket- 
ball coach. He was initiated into 
collegiate basketball last season 
when he took the helm to begin 
St. Joseph’s post-war comeback. 
Considering his 1946-47 squad 
was composed entirely of inexper- 
ienced freshmen, his recosd of 
eight wins against 11 losses was 
an exceptionally good one. 

Cosgrove came to Collegeville 
from Reitz Memorial* High School 
in Evansville where he had gone 
in 1940 from Indianapolis.

The two men, Robert Brown 
and Frank Badgely, are accused 
of the slaying of officers Donald 
Cook and John Gerka, on the 
night of January 11, 1947. How- 
ever, the State is trying them 
in, this case only for the murder 
of Gerka. In the event that the 
alleged killers are acquitted on 
the charge of killing Gerka, they 
may still be tried for the murder 
of Cook. 

One St. Joseph’s student has a 
special interest in the case. He is 
Peter Gerka, a freshman living 
in Science Hall, brother of the 
siain officer, Gerka. Peter refuses 
to form an opinion regarding the 
guilt of the accused men. No orie 
is more interested in seeing his 
brother’s killer convicted, but he 
says that the jury’s verdict re- 
garding Brown and Badgely will 
be good enough for him. 

Early this year, the defense 
won a change of venue from Lake 
County, where public opinion was 
high against the defendants, both 
of whom are ex-convicts, to Jas- 
per County.

The greatest dif- 
ficulty encountered by the court 
to date was seating a jury. Four 
weeks were spent in examining 
the 321 veniremen called, before 
the jury was filled.
